curtailed, ° 
British exports of - cotton yarn 
started the year well. Almoat 
17,000,000 Ibs. found an outlet. in 
January, but the next three months 
gradually declined. .The tide turned 
in. May, when the figure jumped to 
16,000,000 only, to slump, however, 
at 12.2 million in June. Throughout 
July and August tho volumo was 
steady,. Then camo a sharp drop to 
10.2 million in September, concluding 
with last month's. 5 . 
The year revealed no outstanding 
features, ‘ “In the trade of India we 
had to contend not only with increas~ 
ing competition from Japan, but with 

the productions of Chinese mills.” 
It is becoming increasingly .evident 
that more Japanese mills are turning 
attontion to spinning the finer counts.

Taternational “control of opium 
and dangerous drugs was discussed 
at.a@ conference arranged by the 
Women’s International League at 
the London Schoo! of Economics. 

Dr. Hilda Clark, chairman of the 
Anti-Opium Committee of the Bri- 
tish section of the league, said the 
subject had ‘been taken up in many 
countries and committees had been 
formed to see what could be" done to 
combat’ the growing ‘evil of Miclt 
traffic in manufactured drugs. Con- 
ferences had been arranged in 
different countries, and after fhe 
subject had been studied an inter- 
national conference would be held. at 
Geneva. .. 

Mr. L, A. Lyall, resident of the 
Permanent Central Oplum Board of 
the League of ‘Nations, In dealing 
with conditions in the Far East, 
said the amount of opium grown: in 
China was not only sufficient for all 
local needs, but provided a large 
surplus for smuggling to the various 
countries in the Far East where 
opium ‘smoking prevailed. Chinese 
public opinion was fully alive to the 
evil and there’ was a determination 
that the vice should be put down.
